This  Institution  will  begin  its  eleventh  scholastic  year,  Sep¬ 
tember  10th,  1877.  Its  success  during  the  ten  years  of  its 
existence  has  more  than  met  the  expectations  of  its  friends,  and 
no  exertions  will  be  spared  to  make  it  deserve  a  continuation 
of  the  confidence  and  liberal  patronage  which  its  merits  have 
heretofore  secured  for  it. 

It  is  the  object  of  the  school  to  afford  a  full  and  thorough 
course  of  educational  training.  This  training  and  the  methods 
upon  which  it  depends  are,  in  all  departments,  under  the  imme- 
j  diate  supervision  of  the  Principal,  whose  special  care  is  to  adapt 
the  modes  of  culture  to  the  various  stages  of  mental  develop¬ 
ment  3  preserving  at  the  same  time,  as  much  as  possible,  that 
uniformity  of  method  which  ought  to  subsist  through  an  entire 
school  course.  To  this  end  the  fewest  changes  possible  are 
1  made  in  the  corps  of  teachers 


The  entire  course  of  study,  beginning  with  the  Primary 
Department  embraces  twelve  years;  but  the  time  devoted  to 
each  study  must  depend  upon  the  attainments  and  diligence  of 
the  scholar.  Pupils  are  classified  according  to  their  qualifica- 


tions,  and  none  are  excused  from  the  regular  classification  unless 
physically  unable  to  pursue  all  the  branches  required. 

The  School  is  arranged  in  four  departments:  the  Advanced, 
the  Senior,  the  Junior,  and  the  Primary.  Each  department  is 
under  the  special  direction  and  instruction  of  a  teacher  per¬ 
manently  connected  with  it.

Young  ladies  who  shall  have  honorably  completed  the  pre¬ 
ceding  course  of  study,  will  receive  a  diploma,  signed  by  the 
Principal  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Advisers. 


Music  is  pursued  not  merely  as  an  accomplishment  but  as 
an  important  means  of  intellectual  and  moral  culture.  To  this 
end  instruction  in  Yocal  Music  is  given  to  all  the  members  of 
each  department,  and  individual  training  to  those  who  desire  j 
it.  Instruction  upon  the  Piano  and  Organ  takes  a  prominent 
place  in  the  work  of  the  School. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Institution  to  employ  teachers  of  the  j 
best  musical  talent  and  culture. 

Soirees  are  given,  from  time  to  time,  as  an  incentive  to 
excellence  in  musical  attainment. 


This  department  is  under  the  direction  of  a  most  efficient 
teacher;  and  the  instruction  embraces  all  varieties  of  Drawing, 
and  Painting  in  Oils  and  Water-colors.  Much  attention  is 
given  to  practice  in  Object  and  Perspective  Drawing  as  an 
effectual  means  of  strengthening  the  judgment  and  training 
the  eye  and  hand  to  accuracy  and  skill. 


The  School  affords  excellent  advantages  for  the  acquisition 
of  modern  Languages.  French  and  German  are  taught  by 
eminently  qualified  native  teachers,  and  special  attention  is 
given  to  speaking  and  writing  languages. 


Latin  has  a  prominent  place  in  the  course  of  study ;  not  only 
as  a  valuable  means  of  mental  discipline  and  culture,  but  as  the 
basis  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of  English. 


There  is  connected  with  the  School  a  Literary  circle  for 
the  promotion  of  correct  literary  judgment  and  taste.  The 
exercises  are  participated  in  by  both  teachers  and  pupils. 


The  School  year  begins  the  second  Tuesday  in  September, 
and  closes  the  last  Thursday  in  June.  The  vacations  consist 
of  one  week  at  Christmas,  and  one  week  at  Easter. 


Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  during  the  year,  and  are 
|  charged  fro  rata  from  the  time  of  entrance.

Students  not  members  of  the  School  are  received  for  one 
study  in  any  class  at  $6.00  per  quarter. 

Tuition  is  payable  half  yearly  pin  advance  on  entrance ,  and 
on  February  1st. 

No  deduction  is  made  for  absence ,  except  in  case  of  continued 
illness;  nor  on  withdrawal  before  the  close  of  the  term ,  unless 
by  previous  arrangement. 


A  limited  number  of  young  ladies  are  received  into  the  family 
of  the  Principal,  who  are  under  her  immediate  care,  and  who 
enjoy  all  the  comforts  and  advantages  of  a  pleasant  and  culti¬ 
vated  home. 

Board  $4.50  per  week,  including  washing,  (12  pieces,)  lights 
and  fuel,  payable  half-yearly  in  advance  on  entrance,  and  Feb¬ 
ruary  1st. 

Six  lady  teachers  reside  in  the  family,  who  render  all  requi¬ 
site  aid  in  promoting  the  general  welfare  of  the  young  ladies. 
The  home  regulations  are  few,  and  such  only  as  will  secure  to 
its  members  the  influences  of  a  Christian  household ;  and  as 
are  best  calculated  to  promote  order,  insure  a  regular  discharge 
of  duty,  and  protect  against  improper  influences. 

Family  pupils  are  required  to  attend  the  church  and  Sunday 
j  School  of  their  parents’  choice,  regularly,  except  when  excused 
by  the  Principal.  Pew  rent  an  extra  charge. 

When  the  weather  permits,  young  ladies  must  exercise  one 
j  hour  daily  in  the  open  air. 

Every  young  lady  must  be  provided  with  rubbers,  a  water¬ 
proof,  an  umbrella  and  a  napkin  ring. 

Periodicals,  newspapers  or  books  must  not  be  brought  into 
the  family  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Principal. 
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Correspondence  with  parents  or  guardians  is  subject  to  no 
restrictions,  but  all  other  correspondence  is  allowed  only  by  the 
request  of  parents. 

Invitations  cannot  be  accepted  unless  made  first  to  the  Prin¬ 
cipal ;  and  they  must  never  interfere  with  regular  duties  No 
young  lady  can  be  allowed  to  spend  the  night  away  from  the 
Institution  during  the  School  term.

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The  Principal  will  be  glad  to  confer  frequently  with  parents 
in  reference  to  the  interests  of  their  children.  Visits  from 
parents  and  friends  exert  a  beneficial  influence  upon  pupils, 
and  are  cordially  invited. 

Parents  are  earnestly  requested  not  to  allow  outside  interests 
or  amusements  to  interfere  with  the  duties  of  the  school. 
The  work  of  the  school  is  done  in  classes  3  and  the  failure  of 
any  pupil  to  begin  the  work  of  the  term  with  the  class,  or  the 
occasional  loss  of  a  regular  lesson  by  absence,  tardiness,  or 
early  dismission  is  an  irreparable  loss  to  the  pupil,  and  a  serious 
hinderance  to  the  success  of  the  school.  The  formation  of 
habits  of  promptness,  regularity  and  fidelity  to  daily  duty  is 
an  essential  part  of  the  educator’s  work.  Though  the  teacher 
deals  chiefly  with  the  intellect,  if  faithful  to  his  trust,  he  will 
exalt  those  moral  virtues  and  habits  which  bear  upon  the 
practicalities  of  life  above  all  intellectual  attainments.  He 
will  be  satisfied  with  nothing  less  than  the  development  and 
culture  of  all  the  faculties  of  his  pupils;  but  to  succeed  in 
this  work,  he  must  have  the  hearty  co-operation  of  parents  and 
guardians.  For  these  reasons,  the  Principal  respectfully  urges 
the  parents  of  her  pupils  to  avoid,  as  fir  as  possible,  unneces¬ 
sary  interruption  of  their  school  work.
